will go'further, and thew, that while the Franche 
Comre;was ip the Hands of the Houfe of Avuftiia, 
that Houle during.the Wars with France never once 
attempted to pur. under Contriburion the County of 


Neufcharel, tho’ it..was poffefs’d by a French Sove- 


raign; and this shey forbore to do purely out of 
Refpet to the Alliance berween that Country and 
fome Cantons of the Helvetick Body, which thelred 
it from-the Infults with which France fo arrogantly 
threatens it. And-Baron Schmetrau the Pruffian 
Minifter here, has taken Occafion from bence to in- 
finuate to Deputies of the States, that.to prevent ghe 
Execution of thofe Menaces of France, and for the 
future, Welfare and fecurity of the Country of Nenf- 
charel, and even.of.

young northern Monarch: might well take thofe 
Inftances of the Emperour’s Submiffion for no finall 
Part of Satisfaétion, and that for the reft it would 
be no lefs co his Honour to be moderate and tract- 
able ; burt thar fhould he at this Juncture refolve to 
pu‘h on his Conteft with the Emperour to Extremi- 
ties, ic would unavoidably be a mighty Prejudice, 
tho’ indire€tly, to the comstion Caufe, and tend in 
no litle Meafure to render ineffectual the Exrence 
of fo many Millions and of fo much Blood as Great 
Britain and this Stace bave for the general Good 
of Mankind been at for ruining the ambitious Pro- 
jects of France.
